City Pians Celebration Independ- 
ence Day in Expectation of 
Completion of Both Projects. 
On the Fourth of July the city 

will hold ceremonies to celebrate 

the completion of two notable pub- 
lic improvements—the Delmar 
boulevard vidduct over the Wabash 

Railway and the paving of widened 

Olive street between Twelfth bou- 

levard and Channing avenue. 
The viaduct is being finished 

now and the Board of Public Serv- 
ice received bids at noon today for 
paving Delmar for three blocks, 
between Hamilton avenue and 

Skinker boulevard. By taking 

eight feet from each of the two

of Skinker. The estimated cost of

Thomas J. Rowe, specialist in 

criminal law practice and attorney 
for Egan gangsters in prosecutions 
of past years, today said that he 
is in the race for the Democratic 
nomination for Circuit Attorney to 
stay, unless “a lot of others get in 
and then I may decide to pull out.” 
He filed for the nomination yes- 
terday. 
But under no circumstances. 
he declared to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, will he act as a stalking 
horse for Circuit Attorney Side- 
ner, who will file for re-election. 
“I’m no lay-down candidate for 
Sidener,” he asserted. “Every- 
body knows Tom O'Brien, a Dem- 
ocrat, was brought out by Wil- 
liam Geist in 1924 to interfere with 
the candidacy of Andrew C. Ma- 
roney. 

“I’m in this race for myself. I 
entered in response to a call from 
several members of the Democratic 
City Central Committee. I didn't 
want to enter any scramble for 
the office and if many. others get 
in I may pull out. But I feel this 
is a Democratic year.” 

Visited by Sidener’s Aid. 
Rowe was asked if there were 
any significance in his visit to 
William Geist, chief clerk in Side- 
ner’s office, yesterday morning. He 
said there was not, nor did he 
want any significance attached to 
the fact that Geist was seated in 
an anteroom in Rowe’s office in 
the Wainwright Building when a

Post-Dispatch reporter called in 
the afternoon. 
“Geist is my friend and this 


morning I visited him on business,” 
Rowe said. “If I am elected ] will 
be Circuit Attorney in fact. No 
one will tell me how to run my 
office.” 

Geist successfully managed both 
of Sidener’s campaigns for Circuit 
Attorney. For the last eight years 
he has been Chief Clerk of that of- 
fice, and ‘was recognized as exercis- 
ing extraordinary powers until a 
recent rift with Sidener over ad- 
mission of a murder defendant to 
bail. 

Practical politicians, however, 
are not so certain that campaign 
developments will not find Geist in 
the role of confidential adviser to 
Rowe.

Counsel in Gang Cases. 

He has frequently defended oth- 
er gangsters in various prosecu- 
tions ranging from charges of car- 
rying concealed weapons, to mur- 
der. His most recent appearance in 
such a case was as attorney for 
“Red” Sommer, hotel proprietor 
and professional bondsman, who 
got a two-year penitentiary sen.

A graduate of the Washington 
University Law School, Rowe is 
45 years old. He is unmarried and 
lives at 5305 Delmar boulevard.

“‘Night Riders” in Ohio Had 
Orders to Kill and Bomb, 
Former ‘‘Grand Dragon’’ 
Testifies. 

By the Associated Press, 

PITTSBURG, April 10.—That he 


witnessed the “burning alive of 


seven or eight men” by Ku Klux 
Klansmen in Texas was the testi- 
mony given in Federal Court here 
this afternoon by Clarence W. Lud- 
low, called as a witness in the 
klan injunction suits. 

Ludlow, now a resident of Pitts- 
burg, said he was a former member 
of the Dallas (Tex.) klan lodge No. 
66 and was personally acquainted 
with: Imperial izard Hiram Ev- 
ans. He described the burning of 
a white man at Terrell, Tex, saying 
the victim was “tried” by a klan 
“kangaroo court,” was taken to an 
isolated spot, tarred, oiled and then 
set on fire by a klansman, who ap- 
plied a match. He said between 
300 and 400 hooded klansmen were 
present. 

Says Evans Ordered Tarring. 

Ludlow said that at another time 

a man named “Smith,” alleged to 
have failed to support his family, 
was tried before Evans, who or- 
dered that he be dealt with  se- 
verely. He said Evans direct-d 
the tarring and feathering of the 
man. . 
Asked by klan counsel if this 
“was done by your local] klan,”’ 
Ludlow replied, “Yes, but we got 
the orders from Evans.” 

Dr. L. D. Peeble of Parnassus, 
Pa., former klan “kleagle’ at New 
Kensington, Pa., and adjutant-gen 
eral of the “klavaliers,” which he 
described as the klan military or- 
ganization, told of a demonstra- 
tion at Reading, Pa., in the fall of 
1925. He said the klansmen were 
“pretty heavily armed” with ev- 
erything from “rifles to a slug of 
lead on the end of a chain.” 

Shows Evans in Picture. 

A photograph of a klan meeting 
at Buckeye Lake, O., was intro- 
duced. Peebles said the photograph 
showed members of the “night 
riders’”’ and he‘ pointed to one fig- 
ure as Imperial Wizard Evans. All 
those in the picture wore black 
masks. He said the “night riders” 
also were known as “the battalion 
of death.” Counsel for the klan 
sought to show that the klavaliers 
were members of drill teams, but 
Peebles insisted it was the Kklan 
military branch. 

Testimony that a former officer 
of the klan in Pennsylvania ocr- 
dered its members to fire a cross 
and set off a bomb in front of St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church at Kittan- 
ning, Pa., was given by Harry E. 
A. MacNeel, former exalted cy- 
clops and Kleagle of the lodge in 
Armstrong County, Pa. MacNeil 
said Sam D. Rich, one time grand 
dragon in this State, gave the in- 
structions for the burning of all 
crosses. 

Van A. Barrickman, chief coun- 
sel and one of the five “banish2d” 
klansmen who have asked that the 
klan be placed in receivership in 
Pennsylvania, asked MacNeil what 
Rich’s motive was. 

“Rich told nfe it would throw 
the fear of God into their hearts,” 
MacNeil testified. 

A story of the organization o fa 
band of “night riders’ by the Ku 
Klux Klan, to conduct “a reign of 
terror’ in Ohio, was told on the 
witness stand by J. R. Ramsey cf 
Dayton, who said he was a former 
member of the riders and a for- 
mer “grand dragon” of the Ohio 
klan. 

Organized t Kill, He Says. 

Called as a witness in the klan 
injunction suits, Ramsey said the 
night riders were organized “to 
burn churches and to carry out 
bombings and assassinations.” He 
said the riders had bombed the 
West Dayton Klan Temple as a 
means of increasing the klan mem- 
bership in that district. 


Ramsey testified a klan chicf in 
Ohio had issued orders to kil) cer- 
tain persons and that he (Ramsey) 
and other klansmen were delegated 
to take a man to Bellaire and Kill 
him. He said the night riders went 
out to “administer justice to the 
offending citizen” and that he was 
taken to Bellaire. Ramsey said 42 
refused to obey orders to kill the 
man and brought him back alive. 
Ramsey named a “Mr. Bronson” 
as a member of the Ohio “grand 
dragon” guard and the night <i1- 
ers. 

Telling of the bombing of the 
West Dayton Klan Temple, Ram- 
sey said the riders placed dyna-

ANYER COLLECTS 
$100 FEE OUT OF 
ROBBERY EVIDENCE 


Sammy Bender Acting for 
Oklahoma Suspects Ob- 
tains Black Bag and 
$1400 Police Held. 


REFUSES TO YIELD 
CLIENTS’ PROPERTY 


Obtains Court Order for It 
Before Arresting Officers 
Make Their Claim for 
Possibly Stolen Articles. 


Sammy Bender, attorney, who 
figured in the notorious Ruther- 
ford murder case—or A. Samuel 
Bender, as his cards described him 
when he was a candidate for Cir- 
cuit Judge in 1926—is $1000 richer 
today as the result of putting over 
a fast one on Oklahoma City offi- 
cers who came to St. Louis for 
three robbery suspects and $1400 
to be used as evidence against 
them. The Oklahomans got only 
the suspects; Bender, attorney for 
the suspects, got the money. 

Three men and a woman dressed 
as a man broke into S. H. Kress & 
Co. store in Oklahoma City 10 days 
ago and robbed a safe of $2009. 
Fifty miles out of Oklahoma City 
their automobile breke down, and 
they paid a taxicab driver $450 t9 
take them to Kansas City, 

Arrested in St. Louis, 

Three days later Frank Berg- 
noser, self-styled “honest gambler,” 
his wife and two men, drove into 
St. Louis from Kansas City, That 
same day one of the men ‘eft the 
city with the car. Bergnoser. his 
wife and the other-man were ar- 
rested when police found a pistol 
on Bergnoser. In Bergnoser’s room 
at a hotel, police found $1407.08 in 
currency and coin ina valise. This 
was impounded. On Mrs. Berg- 
noser police found an additional 
$480, but returned it to her. 

Informed of the arrest, Okla- 
homa City police wired that the two 
men and the woman were sought 
as suspects in the Kress store rob- 
bery. Last Friday two Oklahoma 
City officers came and got Berg- 
noser, his wife and friend, after a 
local charge against Bergnoser for 
carrying a pistol had been dis- 
missed before Judge Gayer in 
Court of Criminal Correction. 

While the Oklahomans were do- 
ing nothing at all, Attorney Bender 
had Bergnoser petition Judge Gay- 
er for return of the impounded 
money. Judge Gayer granted the 
petition, and Bergnoser got the bag 
full of money and turned it over 
to Bender. - 

Later, the Oklahomans called at 
Police Headquarters for the money, 
and were disappointed to learn 
’ Bender and beaten them to it. Tney 
‘said the description of the “little 
black bag” which contained the 
money was similar to that of a 
bag taken in the safe robbery. 

Won’t Give Up Money or he 

Police did turn over to the QGk- 
lahomans several coins accidentally 
covered with paint which were not 
returned to Bergnoser. Similar 
coins had been taken in the rob- 
bery, it was gaid. 

Last night Circuit Attorney Sid- 
ener received a telegram from 
Prosecuting Attorney Wright of 
Oklahoma City, asking that the 
‘little black bag” be recovered 
from Bender. 

“I don't intend to give up the 
money or the bag.” Bender said to- 
day. “I owe a duty to my client 
to keep them. Besides, $1000 of 
the money is my fee.” 

Bender has been mentioned as 
a prospective Republican caodidate 
for Circuit Judge. He was the 
guest of honor recently at a din- 
ner attended by Republican office 
holders and practical -politicians. 

It will be recalled that Bender 
played the dual role of special 
prosecutor and damage suit attor- 
ney in the case growing out of the 
killing by Allen Rutherford of a 
bellboy in a hotel Bender was 
supposed to be working in the 
State’s interest, furthering vigorous 
prosecution. Instead, he was work- 
ing only for himself and his client. 
He was accused by Rutherford’s 
counse! of having offered to recom- 
mend a fine as Rutherford’s pun- 
ishment if Rutherford would pay 
$10,000 to the bellboy’s mother. 
Rutherford finally paid Mrs. Tuck- 
er $5500, of which Bender got 
$1000 asa fee. Rutherford was let 
off with a $500 fine. -

of Pueblo, Colo., in the criminal 
trial of Sinclair. 

Everhart was the messenger 
whom Sinclair sent $233,000 in 
bonds and $35,000 in cash to Fall, 
following the signing of the secret 
lease on Teapot Dome. On three 
previous occasiong he had avoided 
testifying by pleading self-incrim- 
ination. Deprived of that right by 
a@ recent act of Congress, he was 
forced to tell the story to the Tea- 
pot Dome Committee, and he re« 
peated the story today. 

Not that Everhart admitted the 
payments constituted a bribe, On 
the contrary, he stuck desperately 
to the. story that the $233,000 in 
bonds was to purchase a one-third 
interest in the Fall ranch, and that 
the $35,000 was an advance ,by 
Sinclair to provide for improve- 
ments on the property,. 

He did not attempt to explain 
why the “purchase” was made in 
bonds, instead of by check, nor 
why the “advance” was in cash. 
He testified he was not required to 
give a receipt for either the bonds 
or the cash. 

Defense Objections Sustained. 

Everhart, tail, bronze, and evi- 
dently ill at ease, made every ef- 
fort, not only by the substance of 
his testimony, but also by voice 
and manner, to convey the impres- 
sion that the transaction was a 
perfectly legitimate one. When 
Owen J. Roberts, special Govern- 
ment prosecutor, tried to ask him 
why he had pleaded self-incrimina- 
tion before, he was stopped by de- 
fense objections, and Justice Bai- 
ley directed the jury to disregard 
the circumstance conveyed by Rob- 
erts’ question. 

The witness said he first met 
Sinclair at Fall's ranch during the 
Christmas holidays of 1921. He 
heard no business discussed. Warly 
in 1922, he continued, Fall told 
him he wag considering a sale of 
one-third interest in the ranch to 
Sinclair. In May of that year, Ev- 
erhart came to Washington, visit- 
ed his father-in-law at the office 
of the Secretary of the Interior, 
and as told by him, that “those 
parties are here now.” 

“Mr, Sinclair and Col. Zevely 
‘came in a little later,” he contin- 
ued. The allusion wag to the late 
J. W. Zevely, Sinclair's personal 
attorney.

“Grandma” Banister, as she was 
affectionately known, was born 
while Napoleon was in exile at St. 
Helena, before Queen Victoria was 
born or James Monroe had _ be- 
come the fifth President of the 
United States. She lived to see 
seveh sovereigns ascend the En- 
glish throne. When she came to 
the United States Franklin Pierce, 
fourteenth President, was in the 
White House, and she saw 16 Presi- 
dents succeed him. ‘ 

She was born in Sidmouth, Dev- 
onshire, England, March 19, 1817, 
the daughter of a manufacturing 
wheelwright. The first funeral 
she remembered was that of Queen 
Victoria’s father, the Duke of 
Kent, who lived at Sidmouth. 

She married John Banister. a 
contractor, in London in 1850, 
when 33 years old, and they came 
to the United States four years 
later. They lived at Cleveland 
several years, and then removed 
to a farm at Canaan, Gasconade 
County, Mo. They came to S&t. 
Louis in 1864, and Banister went 
into the ‘painting business. He 
died in 1878. 

Ate Simple Food. 

Mrs. Banister attributed her 
longevity to the use of simple 
foods, avoidance of overeating and 
abstinence from worry. Usually 
she had dinner in the middle of 
the day, and ate a light supper.

Signed by Executives of 
Agricultural Groups.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Her- 


bert Hoover and his. attitude

“The American farmer suffered 
too much at the hands of Herbert 
Hoover,” said a statement bearing 
the names of six farmers’ repre- 
sentatives, “to view with | 
ency the effort to make him ap- 
pear as a ‘farmers’ friend candi- 
date.’ ”’ 

The statement, in the form of a 
pamphlet headed “Report of 
Farmers’ Committee on the Farm 
Record of Herbert Hoover,” car- 
ried the names of the following as 
its drafters: 

Charles S. Weller, chairman of 
the South Dakota Agricultural 
Commi e; J. H. Kimble, legisla- 
tive agent, Farmers’ National Con- 
gress; Robert M. Crowder, presi- 
dent, South Dakota Farm Bureau; 
Cc. E. Huff, president, Kansas 
Farmers’ Union; Ralph Snyder. 
president, Kansas Farm Bureau, 
and Mrs. W. B. Doak, vice chair- 
man, Federated Farm Women of 
America. 

“This statement is presented in 
the interest of no candidate,” the 
pamphlet said. ‘This discussion of 
Mr. Hoover is entirely impersonal. 
It is a statement, made necessary 
by misleading propaganda, to set

Wins and Loses at Windsor. 

At the Windsor track he won one 
In the first 
race he was defeated by Prince 
Bulbo, but won the second start 
from the good horses Ferry of 
Fate and Eloise. In the third start 
at Windsor he finished fourth to 
Solace, Charles H. and Prince 
Bulbo. 

After the Windsor meeting he 
was shipped to Hamilton, where 
he started in one race, winning by 
a head in.a hard stretch drive 
from Dushka, After that race he 
was sent to Fort Erie, where he 
ran fourth to Fair Anita and a few 
other good horses. 

After the Fort Erie meeting, 
Neusteter shipped the colt to Ken- 
tucky for the fall meetings at 
Churchill Downs and Latonia. In 
his first start on a Kentucky track 
he was asked to carry 112 pounds 
over a muddy track and compete 
with some of the “best youngsters 
running at Churchill Downs. Nick 
Cullop went to the post. a rank 
outsider, but was given a fine ride 
by Dent Smith and came down in 
front, a nose ahead of Homewood. 
Nick Cullop showed his great mud- 
running ability by traversing the 
six furlongs in 1:14 4-5. 

Good but Inconsistent, 

He was given a rest after the 
close of the Churchill meeting and 
was not seen in colors until the La- 
tonia fall session. In ‘his first start 
on the Latonia track the finished 
seventh to Petruchio and a few 
other ordinary colts and fillies, but 
in his next trip to the barrier took 
William T. and Petruchio in camp 
over the six-furlong route. The 
track was in good condition and 
Nick Cullop ran the three-quarters

The horse is a superior mudder, 
having inherited this quality from 
his sire, Paul Weidel. which won 
many stake races during his short 
racing career, inctuding the Hamil- 
ton Derby. 

Neusteter has engaged Jockey 
Leo Feeney, an apprentice rider of 
much promise, to ride Nick Cullop 
in the Kentucky Derby.
